.went to the spot when Use secretary’s 
body was first discovered by a friend, 
who said he had taken Sutthen home 
in an intoxicated condition the night 
before, 
Ony of the mysteries, confronting 
the police is how the poison was ad­ 
ministered. No glasses showing traces 
of cyanide had been found in the 
apartment and this was partially ac­ 
countable for the police discarding 
the suicide theory. There was a eug- 
gestion that the death potion had been 
placed in the sTem of Sutthen’s pipe. 
No definite motive could be found 
for the murder, although police stress­ 
ed ,thc importance of finding the wo- 
tpan seen in the apartment, 


The warrant charging Kimball with 
the murder of Roy Stephenson was 
sworn out by Chief of Police Riggsby 
of Decatur. 
The warrant states that Officer 
Riggsby “hag cause to believe and 
does believe” that Kimball w as the 
slayer of Roy Stephenson, and that a 
pistol was used for the deed. The 
recurds at the Cottage Home infirm­ 
ary disclose that Roy Stephenson was 
brought to that institution suffering 
from a gun shot.wound on July 23 of 
this year and that the wounded man 
died at the infirmary on July 24. 
Many recall the shooting of Ste­ 
phenson, 
as 
being on the evening 
« (Sunday) of July 22, and that Ste­ 
phenson was an employe of one of 
the large local companies. 
William Kimball was named in con­ 
nection with the death of Stephenson 
at the time the latter died, but as the 
accused man made hie escape soon aft­ 
er the shooting he was never arrest­ 
ed. It is expected flj^t some officers 
from the sheriff’s office will start to 
Cincinnati at an early date for the 
purpose of. bringing Kimball to the 
Morgan County courthouse for trial. 
If Kimball is secured and brought 
back, it is expected he will remain in 
the county jaifto await action by the 
grand jury, before being put on trial 
for his life.

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MEXICO MAY BE RECOGNIZED

Since the establishment of a reasonably stable 
government in Mexico, the one important tiling 
which has prevented official recognition of Mex­ 
ico by the United States has been a provision in 
the recently made constitution of the Mexicans 
providing for the disregard of the property rights 
of Americans in Mexico, even to the extent of con­ 
fiscating American owned property, regardless of 
the age of the title. The threat has been ever be­ 
fore Americans of late years of having their busi­ 
nesses swept away by the provisions of the 27th 
article of the present Mexican constitution. It
